It had been given 
out that he would come in on the eighteen 
hour Pennsylvania train at 8:55 in the morn- 
ing, and many of hig friends were on hand 
,to meet him. After that, from telegrams he 
sent to his wife, it was learned that he would 
arrive in the afternoon, 

Mrs. Harahan was worried greatly over 
the reports that her husband and Stuyvesant 
Fish had had a personal encounter. She 
cduld not wait until her husband got fairly 
into Chicago before seeing for herself that 
he was not all battered up. So she took her 
automobile at 3:30 in the afternoon and went 
to the Englewood st&tion to intercept the 
fast train and board it. While waiting for 
the train to arrive she paced back and forth 
on the rainy platform, little heeding the 
effect on Her brown brocaded dress and fash- 
lanable costume. 


Wife Fears Husband Is Hurt. 


While she was waiting for the train, which 
was a few minutes late, L. C. Fritch, assist- 
ant to President Harahan, arrived. They 
were soon deep in the stories of her hus- 
y band’s encounter.

‘‘ in” as well as an:“ out wire. 

That the board of education be given three free 
telephones in its offices and the same connection 
with the schools that the police and fire depart- 
ments now have with their stations and houses, 

That it be provided that patrons wanting long 
distance service can have access to the lines of the 
independent as well as the Bell telephone com- 
pany. 

That the city be allowed to name a licensee who 
shall be entitled to purchase the property at the 
end of the term if the city does not—the same 
provision which is in the traction ordinances. 


Board Wants to Be Heard. 


A committee of the board of education 
took action in the matter yesterday after- 
noon and asked that it be allowed to be 
heard before the ordinance Is finally re- 
ported. It is the contention of the board 
that it should be given the same facilities 
for communication with its various schools 
that the police and fire departments have 
with their stations. These police and fire 
telephones are privates ones, only com- 
municating with headquarters and the vari- 
ous stations and the cost is small.

The 
men are gathered around the approaches 
to the wrecked bridge, ‘aiding in the efforts

The disaster caused intense excitement -

ity. A few moments after the crash

Absurdities in the present park laws of 
Chicago were pointed out yesterday by Lin- 
coln Park Commissioner F. H. Gansbergen. 
It is the desire of the south park officials 
to retain these absurdities in force. They 
do no harm to the south park district and, 
while their removal would work no injury 
to that section, the officials of the south 
side are endeavoring to maintain them tothe 
cr haere of the two other sections of he 
city 
It is the purpose of the charter advocates, 
who formally opened up their campaign dur- 
ing the day, to explain these inconsistencies 
further as illustrating forcibly one 9 
the civic “ muddle which the charter is in- 
tended to straighten out. 
In starting the campaign the citizens’ com- 
mittee named Ald. Milton J. Foreman as 
chairman and Henry B. Chamberlain as sec- 
retary. Mr. Foreman will appoint sub-com- 
mittees on finance, organization, hells, and 
speakers, and an executive committee which 
will gear up the campaign to a high speed 
until Sept. 17. 

~Point Made by Gansbergen. 
Mr. Gansbergen's brief statement of ab- 
surdities in park government was made to 
show just what conditions of things the south 
park board is endeavoring to keep the city 
tied to. 
These, he says, are the present conditions: 
The north side park authorities cannot raise 
money north of Fullerton avenue by bond issues 
to be spent south of Fullerton avenue. 
Money raised by bond issues south of Fullerton 
avenue cannct be spent north of that boundary line. 
Lincoln park is the nearest to the business dis- 
trict, being just two miles north, It does not get 


‘a cent of revenue from it. 


West and north side residents pay their propor- 
tlonate share for the conduct of the city’s duties 
in the First ward. In park matters they get no 
return from the First ward. 

While, owing to the First ward assessments, the 


south park district bond limit is far and away in 


excess of its possible needs, the Lincoln park board 
has about reached the maximum which it may 
issue, and the west park board ig not in much better 
shape. 
The south district is able to establish small parks 
at pleasure, needing only authority from the legis- 
lature and the consent of the voters of the district 
to secure the funds. Lincoln park has been able 
to issue $500,000 worth of bonds for this purpose, 
and would about reach its limit with another issue 
of that sige. 
Voters May Not Follow. 

It is not believed a majority of the south 
park district voters will agree with their 
park officials in opposition to the charter, 
which will wipe out these absurdities without 
doing the south park system any injury or 
increasing the cost of park maintenance. 

It is hard (o understand the attitude of 
the s6uth park board.“ said Mr. Gansbergen. 
The city is apt to be surprised by the dar- 
ing of the gentlemen who have opposed the 
measure for the reasons which are urged 
against it. 
“If any illustration of the benefits of park 


consolidation were needed that of the Met- 


ropolitan district of Boston would furnish it. 
Chicago is entitled to the benefits of a un! 
fied park district. 

Money raised by sale of bonds in our 
north town cannot be spent north of Fuller-., 
ton avenue, and money raised in Like View 
cannot be sent south of it. We could not 
issue $800,000 additional bonds in either 
town. The north town is carrying a $5U0U,0UU 
issue floated for the old sea wall and 3500, 000 
for small parks. Lake View has a 51, O00, 
issue for the extension north of Diversey 
boulevard, and that nearly exhausts the bond 
limitations of the north park district. 


Nearest the Business Center. 

All this time the district touches on and 
its park is the nearest to the richest ward 
in the city, separated from it by the river, 
which under present conditions divides the 
north park from participation in the wealth 
of the business district. 

„Park consolidation not only would mean 
the advancement of the park system of the 
city, but it would mean efficiency and econ- 4 
omy. What now requires three separate 
park managements with all the expense in- 
volved in doing a thing three times, then 
would require only one with the economy 
possible when a thing is done but once. 

“There is no possibility of opposing park 
consolidation without being absurd.“ 

The charter advocates are desiroug of con- 
vincing the south park voters of the valid- 
ity of these arguments. Although the at- 
torneys in the charter ‘campaign committee 
do not believe the constitutional arguments 
of the south park board for a separate refer-

lack of taxes, and the property owners 
refusing. to increase taxes because of the 
lack of street repairs and the burden of 
assessments. This situation was given 
careful consideration by the charter con- 
vention and measures were designed and 
adopted for the purpose of lightening 
these unjust burdens. * 


The charter provides that the cost of 
street improvements shall hereafter be di- 
vided between the city and the property 
owner, 50 per cent being paid by eaci. 
This shall apply to the repaving of 
streets once paved after the passage of 
the charter act. The provision might 


have been made immediately operative 


except for the fact that hundreds of 
miles of streets with inferior paving 
would be bronght under the act and the 
city would be financially unable to carry 
the cost. A compilation of the figures for 
the years 1904.05 shows that the pay- 
ment of 50 per cent of the cost of re- 
pavement by the city would entail upon 
the municipality a burden of about 
$1,100,000 annually, and in view of the 
fact that under the new system improve- 

ments would probably be more freely 
made, it is estimated that $1,500,000 per,

An additional 3 of expense in local 
improvements has been the fact that the 


price of local improvement bonds has 


fallen below par, sometimes selling as low 
as 85. Contractors have naturally added 
to the price of these improvements an 
amount sufficient to cover this deficiency. 
The low price of the bonds has been due 
to the fact thay protracted litigation has 
sometimes prevented either the payment 
of the bonds or interest on the bonds, and 
has caused a feeling of insecurity regard- 
ing them in the minds of investors. The 
city council at one time attempted to ap- 
-propriate money for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the credit of bonds, but this ac- 
tion was declared by the court to be. be- 
yond the power of the city. The new 


charter specifically authorizes the city to 


expend money for the prevention of de- 
fault in the payment of any special as- 
sessment vouchers and bonds. It is esti- 

ated that this provision will save 
$1,000,000 a year in the cost of. public 
improvements. 

The charter also makes provision for 
the creation of a special repair fund. 


The city is authorized to impose a ve- 


hicle tax upon all wheeled vehicles used 
upon the streets of the city. The net 
proceeds of any such tax must be ap- 
plied exclusively, however, to the rrepair 
and improvement of the streets of the city. 
It will be comparatively easy to obtain hy 


this means a fund sufficiently large to 


keep in good repair the streets of the 
city, and thus prevent their premature 
disintegration. If this were done an 
amount impossible to estimate accurately 
would be saved each year, If, then, 
street improvements are made less fre- 
quently and less expensively, and, half of 
the expense were defrayed by the city, it 
is evident that the burden of the property 
owner will be perceptibly lightened.

The charter also makes provision for 
certain local changes in the special as- 
sessment law. The council is given 
ower by three-fourths vote to make pro- 
visions regarding the time and manner of 
notice, the number of installments, the 
time of payment of assessments and in- 
terest: also regarding the form, terms, and 
conditions of the payment of improvement 
bonds. Such changes may be made by 
the city council without further author 


ity from tie state legislature.

As a further means of lightening the 
burden of special assessment, the charter 
provides that the city itself may carry on 
the work of local improvement by direct 
labor. This may be. done, however, only 
in case the city undertakes the work at a 
price 5 per cent below that submitted by 
the lowest responsible bidger. Whether 
or not the city actually. undertakes this 
work, the possession of power to do so will 
prove exceedingly valuable in securing 
the lowest possible terms in making pub- 
lic improvements. Any combination of 
bidders to require of the city extortionate 
prices may, by means of this club, be 
broken up. |

The city is also authorized in making 
a local. improvement which requires con- 
demuation of property, to provide that 
the cost of the improvement may be 
divided into not exceeding twenty instail- 
ments instead of ten, as is ordinarily the 
limit. In this way extensive and ex- 
pensive public improvements like ‘the 
widening of streets may be undertaken, 
and the cost spread over a considerabie 
period of time. 

Finally the charter authorizes the use 
of patent pavements, which, under the 
decision of the court, cannot now be 
specified in the improvement ordinance. 
The use of bitulithie pavement, for in- 
stance, cannot, as things now stand, be 
specified in an ordinance. Such pave- 
ment cannot be used, however, unless 
petitioned for by the owners of a ma- 
jority of the frontage of any proposed 
improvement. 

‘These various provisions governing the 
cost of local improvements, and the 
method of making them, should, properly 
administered, work a revolution in the 
special assessment system of. Chicago. 
The uncertainty, the expensiveness, and 
the frequency of assessment at present, 
so annoying to the property owner, will 
be largely done away with. These facts 
regarding the special assessment system 
should be especially considered as a part 
of the whole revenue scheme of the cPar- 
ter, and particularly in their bearing upon 
the rate of taxation.

Ex-Governor Durbin of Indiana 
Offered Sum to Give Up Taylor 


KENTUCKY PLANS BALKED. 


Late Senator Binkley Told of Plans at 
Cincinnati Conference. :

The cum offered ex-Gov. Durbin, according 
+o his own statement, was $93,000 in cash. 

Mr. Durbin said tonight that Taylor had 
beer, acvised of the attempted bribery after 
it was made, and was cognizant of all that 
had transpired at the meeting at which the 
$03,000 was offered. 


Durbin Invited to Conference. 

Ex-Gov. Durbin said the first efforts to 
bribe him came in the shape of invitations to 
meet “certain gentlemen in Cincinnati ”’ to 
discuss the connection of Taylor with the 
Goebel murder. He declined the invitation, 
saying that he would give no consideration 
to the case outside of his own office. 

State Senator Binkley, since dead, was 
then asked to come to Cincinnat!. He met a 
number of Kentuckians in a hotel there by 
appointment. They told him they were 
anxious to have Taylor returned to Kentucky 
for trial, that there then remained a total of 
$93,000 in the $100,000, appropriation voted 
by the legislature. All this, they sald, would 
be cheerfully paid to the Indiana executive 


if he would surrender Taylor to the Ken- 


tucky authorities, or make it possible for 
them to get him across the Ohio river into 
that state.

Man Who Ended Life After Death 
of One Provides for Its Mate. 


MONUMENT WHEN IT DIES. 


Will of Atlantic, Ia., Farmer Makes 
Life Easy for Friend. 


* 


Atlantic, Ia., Aug. 29.— [Special. I- George 
A. Long, who committed suicide after the 
death of one of a pair of favorite horses, left 
a bequest of $10,000 to keep the other horse 
in comfort as long as it lives. 

Long's peculiar will was in the shape of 
a letter, which was found among his 
effects. It provides for the distribu- 
tion of an estate worth $30,000. To each 
of his two brothers he left $10,000 and the 
remaining $10,000 was bequeathed to the 
horse Tip,” with many curious provisions 
as to how it should be expended. 


Insures Life of Ease for Horse. 

The will provided first that the borse should 
never be compelled to work during its life- 
time; that it should be given a liberal aliow- 
ance of oats, corn, and hay daily; that it 
should be taken out for exercise two hours 
daily, but never hitched to a wagon or ve- 
hicle Of any kind; that his bed should be 
changed every day. 3 

It was also provided that a monument 
should be erected over the grave of the horse 
at his death, the amount to be spent to be 
governed by the balance remaining in the 
fund of $10,000 which had been left him. As 
the interest om the money is likely to keep 
the horse the probabilities are that Tip 1 
Will have a 310,000 monument. 


No Plans to Break Will. 


The horse was the mate of the one for 
which Long killed himself. He believed that 
the animal could never be cuped and did not 
want to live without his companionship. He 
kijled it and then ended his own life. 

It is doubtful if any effort will be made to 
contest the will left by Long, although it ts 
the common opinion that the man wag insane 
when he died. It is said that Long often 
had expressed the opinion that he didn’t 
care to live after his brothers had both been 
able to acquire farms, and that as soon as 
he saw that desire entisfied he was ready to 
die at once. He was a rman of only 38 years 
of age and came to Atlantic only a few years 
ago as a Swedish emigrant. In ashort space 
of time he amassed a smal! fortune of $30,000.

It is figured out that $25,000 would bulld a 
satisfactory smallpox hospital on the land 
the city now owns as part of the Isolation 
hospital tract and the other $75,000 would 
convert’ the structure now used for smalipox 
patienta into one where diphtheria, scariet 
fever, and similar patients couid be cared for. 

“The Isolation hospital is much larger 
than there is any need for,“ said Commis- 
sioner Evans after the return from the trip. 
There is room there for 175 patients and 
twenty-five is more than we ever have to 
take care of. Just now there is not a patient 
in the building. It could be changed so as to 
care for at least 250 cases of ordinary con- 
tagious diseases at a small cost.“ 


City Asks Contractors to Bid. 


Commissioner Hanberg advertised for bids 
for the fitting up of the floors in the new 
county building which the city expects_to 
occupy during the construction of the new 
city hall. The bids are to be returned on 
Sept. 15.

The Rev. Patrick M. Flannigan, father of 


track elevation in Chicago, died last night at 
St. Anne’s Roman Catholic parish house, 5521 
Wentworth avenue, after forty-six years of 
active work in the archdiocese of Chicago. 
He fought against pneumonia for a week 
and his friends say it was the only fight he 
Jost in his sixty-nine years of existence.

He is said to have had a premonition sev- 
eral weeks ago that the end of his life was 
near. He made his will and decideé to visit 
his old home at Marquette, Mich. He left 
Marquette forty-six years ago to come to 
(‘Shicago and had not revisited the town since. 
Un his return to Chicago he caught cold and 
Pneumonia ensued. | 


Friends at His Deathbed. 


Hope for his recovery was given up early 
in the day by his physicians and associate

Mr. McKinstry re- 
turned a little later, leaving father and chil- 
dren in good health and apparently contented 
in their new environment. He heard noth- 
ing more from them until the wires brought 
the news of Mr. Wittey's death. 


Company Disclaims Obligation. 


“The plantation company.“ deolared Mr. 
McKinstry yesterday, is under no legal 


obligation to pay the fares of the children 


back to Chicago. The telegram announcing 
Wittey's death sald a letter would follow. 
This letter eannot get here until Sept. 12. 
Until then nothing will be done. The com- 
pany, mind you, has not definitely refused 
to bring the children back. But there is 
nothing in its contract with Wittey that 
would obligate it to go to this expense. 

It is not as if the children were ma- 
rooned on a desert island. In view of the 
sudden* death of their father in a strange 
land, their predicament may be unhappy 
temporarily. But they are comfortably sit- 
vated. I shall venture to say they never 
lived so luxuriously in their lives. . They 
dwell in the big plantation house. They 
have an abundance to eat. 

“The plantation superintendent is coming 
to Chicago in the latter part of September, 
and he may bring the boy and girl home.“ 


Aunt Ready to Welcome Them. 

If the children get back safe and sound 
from the tropical wilds their future home 
will be with their aunt, Mrs. Charles Cal- 
houn, 654 Kenilworth avenue, Rogers Park. 

It is sad to think of my little kinsfolk 
away off in that foreign land, with no friends 
or relatives near and their father in his 
grave,“ said Mrs. Camoun. I am anxious 
about their health. They used to live 
with their father at my house, and I am 
ready to take care of them in the future.”

Manner of the Escapé. 

Harmon and Quinn escaped from the peni- 
tentiary by scaling the twenty foot north wall 
with the aid of an improvised rope and a 
grappling hook. Before the outer or stockade 
wall could be reached, however, it was neces- 
sary that some way be devised for effecting 
an escape from the prison building. They 
managed this by sawing the bars of a cor- 
ridor window fourteen feet from the ground. 

How they procured the saw is a mystery. 
What there was no mystery about is the way 
in which they procured the sheets to make 
the rope ladder. This opportunity they found 
in the bedding and bandage rooms, as they 
Were employed as trusties or assistant 
nurses in the hospital warde. 


Armed Posses on the Trail. 


Armed posses of prison guards, deputy 
sheriffs, and police were scouring the country 
from the penitentiary to Chicago all dayina 
search for the desperadoes. 

Reports that the pair had been cornered 
near Brander’s bridge, two miles from Joliet, 
and had barricaded themselves in an aban- 
doned box car, with armed sheriffs and farm- 
ers besieging them, caused excitement dur- 
ing the afternoon.

No government, great or small, can do 
its wouk effectively with insufficient reve- 
nues.

Chicago has been so 
cbntinually hard up that it has had to go 
without needed improvements, many of 
which, once made, would have been great 
money savers. It has not even been able 
to give adequate protection to life and 
property. It should now, for instance, be

A great revenue producer. The consoli- 
dation of taxing bodies will bring with it 
notable economies. There may not be oc- 
easion for more than a comparatively 
small increase in the general property tax. 
But if the property owners wish to 
have a city. that is fit to live in, and that 
is able to discharge decently the functions 
of a modern government, they ought to 
be thankful for the charter, even if it 
shall raise their taxes a little. They ean- 
not have a capable government, one that 
will protect them and theirs, without-pay- 
ing for it, 


THE 2 CENT RATE. 

This year Minnesota. adopted a 2 cent 
passenger rate law and the returns are 
now beginning to come in. The receipts 
for passenger business within the state 
for May and June last exceeded the re- 
ceipts for the corresponding months of 
1906, except as to three of the roads. 
The average gain was about one-sixth. 

Manifestly there was a considerable in- 
crease in travel. How much of that can 
be put down to the credit of the lower 
rate there is no means of knowing. The 
state has many more people in 1907 than 
it had in 1906 and there would have been 
more travel under any circumstances, 

The gain in earnings has been given, 
but no figures have been produced yet to 
show what the interstate passenger serv- 
ice cost the roads this year as compared 
with last. There certainly has been some 
advance in the cost of labor and supplies, 
but it is a question whether it has been 
sufficient to offset the increase in gross 
receipts. 

The three months’ test of the 2 cent 
rate in Missouri will end at the close of 
next month. It jvill be possible then to 
form an accurate idea of the effect of 
the rate on the raijroads of that state. 
If, as there is much reason to believe, it 
shall appear that the rate is not unjust 
and /unreasonable it will be impossible 
for d roads in more densely populated 
states, such as Illinois and Indiana, to 
question the reasonableness of the 2 cent 
raie. 


HIGH SCHOOL FRATERNITIES. 

‘The superintendent of schools an- 
nounces. the determination of the board 
of education to enforce strictly its regu- 
lation against the high school fraterni- 
ties. When the doors open on Tuesday 
morning each high school principal will 
have his instructions.

BETTER DAXS FOR IRELAND. 

There are signs of better days for Ire- 
land. The present resistance to alien gov- 
ernment and economic distress indicates 
a revival of the national spirit.

There are signs, too, that the growing 
liberalism and quickening conscience in 
England may meet the demand for an 
Irish government suited-to Irigh political 
and economic conditions. 

A starving peasantry does not throw 
itself against the police and the law un- 
less driven to action by its necessities 


and unless it has the courage to resist its 


oppressors. A movement life the Sinn 
Fein is not the work of a small body ot 
idealists or agitators. It is almost spon- 
taneous, and comes in response to a gen- 
eral consciousness of the people that they 
ought to do something to better their 
nomic condition and raise Weir standards 
ot living. 

How long it will re for the Irish 
to get What they want, and that to which 
they are entitled, no man can tell. But, 
fortunately, civilization has progressed 80 
far that we can believe that the persist- 
ent, though passive, resistance of an op- 
pressed people will compel their masters 
to meet their demands.

Prince Scipio Borghese will be in every 
dense of the word admirably fitted for the 
post. He is in politics a radical, and therefore 
in sympathy with the party which is at pres- 
ent in the ascendant in municipal matters. 
Yet his nomination would not alarm the cler- 
icals, who know that his family has furnished 
a pope to the church in the person of Paul V., 
besides many cardinals, and that a number of 
the members of his family are closely identi- 
fled with the court of the vatican.

The prince is tall, clean shaven, pink faced, 
quiet, reserved, and undemonstrative in his 
manner, looks like a well bred American, and 
talks English ike one. He is equally at home 
in French and German. He is the virtual 
head of the historic Roman house of Bor- 
ghese, since his father, Don Paolo, has been 
for a number of years under restraint as a 
lunatic. He was at one time mentioned as a 
suitor for the hand of the daughter of W. K. 
V rbilt, now duchess of Marlborough. 
But the match did not materialize, and he 
married instead the heiress of the Ferraris 
of Genoa, whose enormous wealth comes to 
them from their manufacture of silk and 
whose ducal title is of extremely modern cre- 
ation. 

The Borgheses, besides being Roman patri- 
cians and Spanish grandees of the first class, 
are likewise members of the French nobility, 
possessing a French dukedom, which was 
conferred by the first Napoleon in 1805 upon 
Prince Camillo Borghese, who married Paul- 
ine Bonaparte, the most beautiful of all the 
sisters of the French emperor and the model 

tor Canova's famous statue of Verius. The 
Borgheses are allied by marriage to the Eng- 
lish noble house of Talbot, to the ducal fam- 
lly of La Rochefoucauld in France, to the 
Beigian and German ducal house of Aren- 
berg, to the Hungarian princely families of 
Esterhazy. Hunyadi, and Apponyi, and to the 
Spanish ducal house of Alba. 

Itallans are all extremely proud of the 
“tour de force’’ accomplished by Prince 
Scipio Borghese, a feat which has furnished 
a manifestation of their national pluck, en- 
durance, and resourcefulness to the entire 
world, and the election of Scipio Asiaticus " 
to the post of mayor of the Bternal city: will 
be an extremely popular one throughout the 
length and breadth of the dominions of King 
Victor Emmanuel.

Lord Cromer 
was deeply devoted to the late Lady Cromer, 
and when he was made an earl not long after 
her death he asked the king to make his sec- 
ond title that of Viscount Errington as a 
memorial of the rdle which she had played in 
making his administration of Egypt a suc- 
cess. It is probably the only instance in the 
British peerage of a title being based upon a 
tonsideration such as this. 

I may add that since the late Lady Cro- 
mer’s fortune will be shared at the death of 
the earl between her two boys, Lord Cromer 
was particularly pleased to receive the recent 
national grant of $250,000, which enables him 
to make a suitable provision for his little son 
by his second and present marriage. Lord 
Cromer possessed boundless opportunities of 
making a colossal fortune while in Egypt 
without infringing those elastic ethics which 
govern society in the present day. But his

Penshurst 
place, in one word, is the Arcadia which 
furnished the theme of so many of Sir Philip 
Sydney’s verses, and 80 little has it changed 
in all these hundreds of years that the de- 
scriptions#which he gives of Arcadia con- 
stitute a perfect portrayal of this lovely Sus- 
sex home as it stands today. In Queen Eliz- 
abeth’s time it was styled the chosen home 
of chivalry, the garden of romance,“ and no 
matter from what point of the compass one 
approaches it, it is poetically picturesque in 
the extreme. How picturesque it is will be un- 
derstood when it is remembered that it fur- 
nished inspiration to two such poets as Sir 
Philip Sydney and Queen minuets poet 
laureate, Edmund Spenser.

AIDS ARBITRATION CAUSE. 


Ambassador Bryce in Address at Port- 
land Says Work of Association Helps 
National Progress.

Portland, Me., Aug. W.— The International 
Law association opened its annual conference 
here .today. James Bryce, the British am- 
bassador, spoke briefly, stating that in his 
opinion the sentiments of the American peo- 
ple were in favor of those objects whose 
accomplishment is the aim of the Interna- 
tional Law association. He also said that he 
thought the association was doing a great 
work in paving the way for points likely to 
come before courts of arbitration. 

Simeon E. Baldwin, chief justice of the 
Connecticut Supreme court of errors, as 
honorary president of the association, read 
the inaugural address.

Progress of Arbitration. 

K, Evans Darby of London read a paper 
on “Intermittent Progress of International 
Arbitration.“ Mr. Darby said: 

Political progress is of necessity slow, 
and often intermittent; International prog- 
ress still more so, It should be enough that 
progress is not only assured but is already 
palpably declaring itself. During the last 
year something like a pause has come in the 
outward and visible progress of the arbi- 
tration movement. From the peacemaker’s 
standpoint this is full of encouragement. 
There seems to be among governments a 
growing desire to arbitrate questions of 
value and maintain peaceful relations. 

In the Hague peace conference we have 
the beginnings of a practical federation. 
The reform and development of interna- 
tional law has the same end and aim as the 
peace movement—namely: The harmony, 
unity, and the e of the nations.“ 


Lift for International Trade. 

J. H. Balfour Browne of London read a 
paper on “ International Law and Interna- 
3 Trade. He sald an organized world 

, in othér words—all the nations Striving 
707 peace -would help trade between na- 
tions. While he would not admit that free 
trade would be the best thing for all na- 
tions, he thought that “freer trade than 
the nations now enjoy would be better.“ 

Tariff walls were barriers which should be 
modified in many cases. A nation should not 


expect preferences in trade if it was un- 


willing to grant such concessions to other 
nations.

Joseph Bade- 
noch will run a footrace each Afternoon, the 
best two out of three races to determine the 
winner.

This must be handled most carefully. 
Pieces should be washed separately and put 
to drain on a cheesecloth laid over a tray, 
wiped off skillfully, and put to dry in gaw- 
dust.

Glycerin Removes Stains.

Allow 
this to remalton for an hour and then wasn 
in a lather made of boiled soap. All woolens 
should be washed in soap that has been dis- 
solved by boiling. If possible, it is best to use

Pi Egg Poacher. 

A long felt want has been supplied by the 
new egg poachers which one finds on the 
counters. They come in two sizes, one for 
poaching three and the other for poaching 
six eggs. The poactier is placed in a shallow 
pan containing boiling water, and the eggs 
are dropped into rings of tin an inch wide, 
to prevent them from spreading. When the 
eggs are cooked the rings are lifted up 
by means of a spring in the handle, which 
leaves the eggs ready to serve. There are 
perforations in the bottom of the poacher 
to permit the water to drain off.
